MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCES. 


CODIFICATION IN 
HEW 
YORK. 


The New York Times, in discussing 
codification of iliu laws in connection with 
the revival of an attem pt to introduce the 
code framed by David Dudley Field for 
that State, refers to California as an ex­ 
ample of 
the success of this kind of 
measure. 
It is therefore in order to point 
out to our contemporary that there are 
drawbacks io the satisfaction which a 
code affords, and that these drawbacks 
appear inseparable from the American form 
of government. 
Codes have hitherto been 
found to work welt only in coantries where 
it was possible to keep a very tight rein 
upon new legislation. 
In 
the United 
States the trouble is that no m atter how 
carefully the laws may be codified, the 
codification will in a few years be buried 
under a deluge of amendments. 
T hat has 
been the case with us in California. Every 
session of the Legislature has added one or 
inore volumes of amendments to the code, 
to the perplexities of practice, and it 
is 
perfectly 
clear that in the course 
of 
tim e 
this 
method of 
supplement­ 
ing 
and 
changing 
the 
codes 
must 
altogether 
divest 
them 
of 
whatever 
symmetry and harmony they originally 
possessed, and bring about a crudeness 
and confusion in the condition of the law 
at ¡east as objectionable as that which 
existed before the work of codification 
was thought of. 
Codes, in fact, may be 
extremely useful, and even admirable, if 
after they have once been adopted they 
can be preserved frcm hasty and unintel­ 
ligent amendment. 
But as 
under our 
system of government a large percentage 
of every legislative body is sure to consist 
of lawyers, and as the lawyers who seek 
political advancement in these times are 
not often the most learned aud profound 
of their profession, it follows that the pro­ 
posed amendments to the codes will quite 
frequently be b'emishc3 rather than bene­ 
fits, and that they will tend to make the 
body of law 1 bey are applied to less per­ 
fect instead of mere so. 
Unless there­ 
fore some way can be devised by which 
codes may be preserved from rash and 
reckless changes, we cannot speak hope­ 
fully of any experiments in this direc­ 
tion. 
New York might find codification 
advantageous at first, but the question is 
how it would appear at the end of ten or 
tw enty years. 


THANK 
YOU, 
MR. BEECHER. 


Mr. Beecher’s sentiments on the modern 
tendency to makemuch of condemned mur­ 
derers are eminently sound and seasonable. 
The practice, purely a feminine one be it 
said, of sympathizing with these wretches, 
visiting them in their cells, sending them 
flowers, surrounding them with an atmos­ 
phere of sham pious twaddle and mandlin 
sentim entality, deeerves tho sharpest and 
most pitiless reprehension. 
The women 
who do this kind of thing are not really 
humane or tender. They are quite capable 
of ignoring all the manifold misery by 
which they are surrounded throughout 
their lives. 
They are not the kind of peo­ 
ple who do good by stealth, and shrink 
from notoriety’. 
They are rather brainless 
followers of imbecile fashions, who think 
it is “ correct" to join whatever mania 
may prevail for the mement. 
Their slob- 
berings over murderers are not pathetic, 
but revolting, and Mr. Beecher’s vigorous 
rebuke to them is just and not a whit too 
stern. 
Such follies can only be dealt with 
by the lash, and it must be laid on with an 
unsparing hand to produce any good effect.

Oar local columns have recently con­ 
tained some deeply interesting accounts of 
mysterious disappearances, in which all the 
efforts of the police have thus far been 
baffled. 
The m ystery of these cases is 
deepened when we reflect upon the appar* 
eut difficulty which surrounds all attempts 
to remove the traces of men who have 
special reasons for concealing themselves. 
When a man commits some crime which 
necessitates his flight, or when he wishes to 
evade his creditors, the obstacles which 
present themselves are almost insurmount­ 
able. 
He is recognized in spite of dis. 
guises. 
The telegraph heads him off, 
whichever way he turns. 
Every act bears 
traces by which he may be followed. 
He 
cannot make a purchase, * or go to a hotel, 
or buy a railroad ticket, w ithout exposing 
himself. 
The opportunities for detecting 
him seem innumerable. 
In many well 
known cases such fugitives have been 
tracked from country to country all round 
the globe, and have been taken at last, 
when they thought their identity most 
effectually concealed. Yet notwithstanding 
the many methods by which clues may 
be obtained to fugitives in these days, 
the fact remains that men still occasion­ 
ally 
disappear 
as 
snddculy and com­ 
pletely 
as 
if 
the 
earth 
had 
swal­ 
lowed 
them, 
and 
thenceforth 
the 
utmost ingenuity fails to discover the 
faintest indication of their fate. 
Several 
such cases have occurred in this city, and 
three of these at least remain impenetrable 
mysteries to this day. 
A rthur O’Neil was 
last seen on the street in the neighborhood 
of a building which had a bad reputation. 
He was known to have a large sum on his 
[jerson at the time, and therefore it was 
concluded th at he had been murdered. 
But no trace of him has been discovered, 
nor has suspicion lighted on the supposed 
assassins. 
The case of Mr. Coffin is still 
more remarkable. 
He left his house at a 
comparatively early hour in the evening, 
and from th at moment no man has seen or 
heard of him. 
The mystery of Thomas 
Purcell, the publication of the account of 
which has at last brought to light the 
whereabouts of the missing man’s effects, 
is as deep as th at of Edwin Drood. 
Here 
we find an intelligent, educated, prosper­ 
ous, sober citizen, who so far as is known 
lived a peaceful and tem perate life, van­ 
ishing from the midst of the community 
swiftly and utterly, and leaving behind no 
clues which suggest the cause of his disap­ 
pearance. 
In this case there are several circum­ 
stances which add perplexity to the cen­ 
tral fact of the disappearance. 
I t seems 
to be an assured fact that Purcell’s baggage 
was taken from the W estern Hotel to the 
Mechanics’ Hotel on the 15th of Septem­ 
ber, 1879. 
But he does not appear ever to 
have gone to the Mechanics’ Hotel, and the 
fact th at he was alive and here on the 26th 
of September is proved by the record 
which shows him to have cashed a check 
at one of the local banks on the latter date. 
W hat was he doing between the 15th and 
the 16th of September ? 
W ho sent his 
baggage from the W estern to the Meehan- 
ics’ Hotel ? 
How was it th a t he seems to 
have lost control over his own property on 
the 15th, and yet to have been in the city 
eleven days afterwards? 
From the 26th 
of September all trace of him is lost. 
After cashing th at check he disappears. 
The natural presumption in such a case 
must be that he was murdered. 
B ut how, 
by whom, aud for w hat motive, remains 
unanswered. 
He wa3 not a man to fre­ 
quent low haunts. 
He was not in the 
habit of drinking. 
I t is therefore hardly 
among the habitual criminals th at the 
supposed murderer or murderers should 
be sought. 
W ho had au interest in this 
man’s death ? 
Who would have benefited 
by it ? Did he have enough money with 
him to make his murder an object to some 
one who had in some way obtained his 
confidence ? 
And, lastly, can it be re­ 
garded as absolutely certain that he was 
murdered ? To none of these questions is 
it possible to give any other than specu­ 
lative answers. 
The presumption is that 
a dark crime has been committed, but all 
traces of it are wanting. 
Experience has shown th at not only 
strangers, but old and well-known citizens, 
may disappear in this way. 
Purcell was 
not known here, but O’Neil, and Coffin, 
and Chamberlain were. 
How is it that 
these men could vanish so sjviftly and 
completely th at no trace of their mode of 
exit remained ? It would almost appear 
from such examples th at the making away 
with any man is much easier than has 
commonly been supposed. 
It is true that 
in cities situated upon rivers there is an 
ever present means of disposing of ugly 
evidences of crime, or of suicide, but it 
does not seem probable that the river was 
an agent in any of these disappearances. 
All th at is known is that these men have 
vanished like disembodied sp irits; that 
they were here at <Jne moment, and that 
the next they had, as it were, melted into 
the air. 
Occasionally, indeed, we hear 
whispered rumors that this or the other 
criminal could tell startling things if 
he would. 
But 
the 
startling things 
are 
not 
told, 
and 
the 
mysteries 
remain rnsolved. 
How is it th at when a 
man wants to disappear he cannot, as a 
rule, conceal himself, but th at when others 
w ish him to disappear he can be made to 
vanish so suddenly and utterly ? 
Or is it 
true, as has been alleged, th at most dis­ 
appearances are really concocted by the 
chief actors in them, and th at 
there 
are far more voluntary and 
deliberate 
evanishments than 
criminal 
ones ? 
Is 
there in the breasts of most of our friends 
a latent eccentricity which may at any 
time develop into an uncontrollable yearn­ 
ing for concealment and dissolution of ex­ 
isting ties, or is society so poorly protected 
that it is possible for anybody to be 
knocked on the head at any moment, and 
so effectually made away with that all 
■nbseqnent research will be uuarailing ? 
These are puzzling questions, but it is 
very clear th at the public are interested in 
having them answered one way or an­ 
other. 


DIVORCE 
IN 
F RANCE. 


The movement in favor of a divorce law 
in France does not appear to make much 
headway, though it is being powerfully 
supported. 
The old ecclesiastical doctrine 
of the indissoluble nature of the marital 
bond evidently retains its hold upon a 
people who have in most other respects 
separated themselves as m ncb as possible 
from ecclesiasticism. 
The French view 
of matrimony has always been very differ­ 
ent from that which prevails it) Anglo- 
Saxon communities, but there are pecu­ 
liarities 
about 
French 
social 
usages 
which would seem to render a recourse to 
divorce almost a logical seqnence. 
It 
might be an interesting problem to investi­ 
gate, whether the comparatively low ideal 
of the duties of married women in France 
which has prevailed so long is ndt largely 
attributable to the inflexible character of 
the marriage relation in th at country. 
W hen there is no means of resenting 
marital infidelity, the tendency must be 


to condone and make light of it. 
It is 
equally true that an excessive laxity of the 
marriage bond may conduce to profligacy, 
and this has been demonstrated in some 
States of the Union, to the great injnry of 
society, and to the scandal' of American 
civilization. 
But it is clearly possible to 
establish a just medium in this regard : to 
perm it divorce for reasonable and thor­ 
oughly proved causes, and to deny it when 
sought on frivolous grounds, or grounds 
opposed to the interest of public morality. 
It is a significant, fact th at in all the coun­ 
tries, save 
one, in 
which 
the 
indis­ 
soluble character of 
marriage is main­ 
tained, history has recorded the preva­ 
lence of infidelity among mairied people. 
The French people may retain their old 
custom in this respect, but they can only 
do so at the sacrifice of the happiness of 
many lives, and at the risk of great and 
constant injuries to the morals of society. 
There occur marriages which are incapable 
of bringing anything but misery to both 
parties. 
In such cases divorce is the only 
rational mode of reparation. 
If, in such 
cases, divorce is' unattainable, there must 
be either mutual wretchedness, or a com­ 
pact for the permission of mutual immor­ 
ality. 
The unreasonableness and cruelty 
of undertaking to apply a rigid and inflex­ 
ible rule of life to such multifarious con­ 
ditions as arise every day out of mar­ 
riage, do not need to he insisted upon. 
Neither France nor any other country can 
afford to ignore human nature in the 
making of laws, and if divorce is refused, 
the consequences of that refusal must be 
put up with. 
There was a period when 
the Church's view of 
marriage was a 
wholesome one, but with the decline of 
barbarism it has ceased to operate as a 
cement and protection to society, and has 
tended more and more to operate as an 
obstacle to the development of a pure state 
of public morals. 
Thus far the Church in 
Frange has succeeded in keeping its hold 
upon the women, and to the influence of 
tho latter is attributed the strong oppo­ 
sition which has been offered to the pro­ 
posed introduction of a divorce law. 
It 
is, however, only a question of time for the 
change to be made. 


HORRIBLE, IF TRUE. 


A brief line in our dispatches yesterday 
conveyed the statem ent, “ Roussakoff is 
“ being tortured.” This Roussakoff is the 
man who has confessed to having thrown 
one of the petards by which the Czar was 
killed. 
There can be no doubt that he is 
deserving of death, or th at his execution 
ought to be speedy, but the world has 
outgrown the possibility 
of 
regarding 
such a statem ent as th at of the dispatch 
w ithout horror and disgust. 
Is it possible 
th at the Autocrat of all the Russias thinks 
it consonant with his dignity, and with 
the responsibilities of his position, to sanc­ 
tion the application of torture to this 
wretched assassin ? And is it possible that 
he thinks such an act of wanton brutality 
can have any other effect than to alienate 
the sym pathy of the world from his house, 
and to intensify the animosities and the 
fanaticisms which have found their latest 
expression 
in 
Roussakoff’s 
crime ? 
To 
torture 
a _ miserable 
Nihilist, 
no 
m atter 
w hat 
his 
guilt, 
is 
to 
put 
Czardom 
not 
merely 
on 
a 
level with, but below, Nihilism. 
I t is to 
proclaim that Alexanderthe Third, too, isan 
assassin ; that the skin of the Russian has 
this time been scratched deeply enough to 
reach the Tartar ; th at Muscovite civili­ 
zation in high places is after all not much 
travestied by the actions of its lower ele­ 
ments. 
W e had supposed th at torture had 
been 
relegated 
to the red Indians in 
the nineteenth century, and that no country 
in the old world was any i?lore to be discred­ 
ited by th at infamous recourse. Let us hope 
that the report about Roussakoff'is a mere 
canard, and th at the reign of the new Czar 
is not to be disgraced at its very outset by 
so shameful and ignoble a proceeding as 
the subjection of a humaD being to torture.

ions on mil'ions. 
Not long since a man wrote asking him 
to furnish 81,000,000 with which to buy 
up all the goats in the world. 
Having got 
hold of all the goats, and secured to them ­ 
selves forever all future increase of the 
animals, dhe w riter and 
Mr. 
Mackay 
would thereafter monopolize the kid-glove 
trade. 
Recently came a letter from a young 
lady, w’ho said she was living in a very 
dull and stupid little country village. She 
was sick of the people and almost dis­ 
gusted with her own mother ; would Mr. 
Mackay kindly send her §25,000, in order 
that she riiight go forth into the world and 
seek some more congenial sphere. 
Even the address on many of the letters 
is curious.

Formerly the Postoffice 
clerts in New York wrote below such ad­ 
dresses— “ Virginia, Nevada,” but now 
they send them right along to the Mackay 
of North America. 
“ Mackay, America,” 
is about as good as the elaborate address 
of the Hungarian, given above.

C h icag o , March 21st.—The Tribune re 
prints Henry Cernuschi’s argument in favor 
of bimentallism on a basis of 15.1 to 1, and 
says : If the writer serves to show that this 
ratio will be most convenient for all parties 
concerned, it will obviate the need for coin­ 
age on the continent of Europe, which at any 
lower value for silver would be enormously 
burdensome ; so costly, indeed, to all the Eu­ 
ropean Governments interested, that Cer- 
nuschi conceives the proposition unworthy of 
consideration. 
On'a basis of 18 to 1, for in­ 
stance, it would cost France §85,000,000 to 
put the required amount of additional silver 
in her outstanding coinage, to say nothing 
of the expense of recoiniug. 
Oa the other 
hand, the United States, which has compar­ 
atively little silver outstanding, would gain 
by reducing the ratio from 16 to 151, the dif­ 
ference on each dollar amouutiug to 12.1 
grains. 
Mr.* Cemnschi’s argument is very 
iogeniou3 and forcible. 
It is directed to the 
consideration of equities, as well as to the ex­ 
pediency of bimetallism, and will repay a 
careful perusal. 
It has special value in view 
of the approaching conference at l ’aris, as it 
indicates a basis on which the representatives 
of the Governments of Continental Europe 
will be disposed to insist 
itnllron d Affairs in Hie .Northwest. 
O m aha, March 21st.—No trains have ar­ 
rived here from Chicago over the pool lines 
since Saturday, but they are expected here 
to-night 
The mails for (’hicago and the 
East have been sent over the Wabash road 
via St. Louis, on which trains are running 
regularly. The Union Pacific is building a 
track three miles long around the washout 
west of Fremont, and will have it completed 
to-morrow night, and on Wednesday they 
will probably resume running through trains 
over the Eastern Division.

A. ScrymHer, President 
of the Mexican-Ameriean Cable Company, 
recently opened, learns that the work of the 
company already completed consists of a 
land line of two miles from Brownsville to 
Brazos, Texas, theuce a cable to Vera Cruz, 
via Tampico, 500 miles. The company will 
complete by next June a land line from Vera 
Cruz to the City of Mexico, 262 miles. 
Large construction companies are now organ­ 
izing under J . P. Stearns, engineer of the 
work, to build land lines across the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepec, 150 miles, and to other points 
in Central America. 
These land lines will

tem southward through Central America to 
Callao.

Recommendation for Ratification W ithout 
Amendment. 


THE QUESTION OF AN EXTRA SESSION. 


President Garfield Denounces Polygamy as 
a “ Plague Spot"

W a s h in g to n , March 21st.—The newly- 
constituted Seuate Committee on Foreign 
Relations held their first meeting to-day, and 
promptly acted on the Chinese treaties by 
agreeing to report them back to the Senate 
with a recommendation for ratification with­ 
out amendment. The treaties were accord- 
-ingly reported to the Senate this stternooD, 
and placed on its calendar for consideration 
in due course hereafter. The committee’s 
action to-day, although nominally unani­ 
mous, was essentially formal, as it was not 
preceded 
by 
any 
detailed 
considera­ 
tion 
of 
the 
merits 
of 
the 
treaties, 
nor accompanied 
with 
any understand­ 
ing 
that 
a 
member 
should 
thereby 
be precluded' from offering amendments, or 
indeed from opposing favorable action in the 
Senate. 
It being universally conceded that 
these important treaties, which had already 
been examined bv the former committee, 
must be disposed of during the present 
session, and it being equally evident that any 
discussion which might arise in this commit­ 
tee concerning them would have to be gone 
over iu the Senate, the favorable report was 
ordtred fcy the committee consequently, as 
the readiest means of expediting final action. 
It should be added, however, that aside from 
conjecture and some rather vague intima­ 
tions which may or may not prove to be 
significant, there is no special reason to 
anticipate that there will be any considerable 
opposition to the ratification of the treaties 
in their present terms, and on the other hand 
there is strong reas >n to believe, in spite of 
all criticism of the opposition now considered 
possible, that they will both be ratified by the 
requisite two-thirds majority without amend­ 
ment. 
THE PRESIDENT AND POLYGAMY. 
W a s h in g to n , March 21st.—The President 
said yesterday to a prominent Western Sena­ 
tor : “ Polygamy must and shall be stamped 
out. 
This plague spot on our institutions 
must be banished. 
I ask you, as my friend, 
to take your stand in the Senate and fight 
this evil until it is crushed out of existence. 
We must, however, save from illegitimacy 
the children born in U tah of polygamist pa­ 
rents. 
1 feel bound to do this, because two 
of ray predecessors saw fit to recognize the 
institution by the appointment of Brigham 
Young, the head of the Church, as Governor 
of the Territory." 
THE EXTRA SESSION. 
W a s h in g to n , March 21st.—A Democratic 
Senator asked the President to-day if there 
would be an extra session. 
The President 
did not answer positively, but the Senator 
says he intimated, in language not to be mis­ 
taken, that an extra session would be called. 
The President also gave Sunset Cox to un­ 
derstand that the calling of an extra session 
had been determined upon by the Republican 
Senators. All agreed to-day that the session 
should be called, and several said the pro­ 
clamation would be issued next Wednesday. 
The best informed say Congress will be con­ 
vened on May 20th, to give time for special 
elections to fill vacancies in Maine and New 
York. 
Morton, it is understood, will not go 
to France until after the extra session meets 
This would leave only Fernando Wood’s va­ 
cancy to be tilled in New York. 
The report 
has reached the Democratic leaders that Cor­ 
nell would not call an election this spring, 
thus preventing the election of a Democrat in 
Wood’s place. The Democrats communicated 
with Governor Plaisted of Maine, and it is 
reported that he will not order an election to 
fill Frye’s place until one is ordered iu New 
York to fill Wood’s. 
SENATE OFFICERS. 
The Democratic Senators say there has 
never been any difference of opinion in tbe r 
caucuses on the question of testing the 
changes of Senate officers ; that the only dif­ 
ferences were as to the plan of procedure. 
They are apparently determined to filibuster 
against any change. 
Two Representatives 
are absent, and Anthony is confined to his 
room with a severe attack of rheumatism, 
reducing the vote of that side to 3.\—3 short 
of a quorum. If an extra sess'on be called, 
however, the indications are that the Demo­ 
crats will then submit to the new officers. 
OPPOSITION TO THE EXTRA SESSION. 
C h icag o , March 
21st. — The Tribune's 
Washington special says : The President has 
certainly not yet decided on calling an extra 
session. The opposition is much stronger 
than he believed, aud he is very anxious not 
to make a mistake in the matter. Robeson, 
Keifer and others have represented to him 
that it would be unwise and impolitic. They 
say the entire amount of outstanding six per 
cents, can be paid bsfore next December with 
the surplus revenues and a portion of the 
cash now in the Treasury, and that it would 
be better to reduce the interest charge by re­ 
deeming §200,000.000 or even §150,000,000 of 
these high rate bonds, than to disturb busi­ 
ness and put the country to the expense of an 
extra session. 
The Treasury officials esti­ 
mate the surplus revenues for the ten months 
of the calendar year at §100,000,000, and 
should this be realized without doubt the 
Secretary of the Treasury could redeem and 
cancel §Í50,000,000 of the outstanding sixes 
before January 1st. 
This saving would equal 
what a#y measure passed by another session 
would effect, and the Republican party would 
never be held responsible for any imperfect 
refunding bill, and would suffer no damage 
in consequence. 
The Treasury officials have 
made the 
following computation : 
The 
44 per cent bonds sold at a price slight­ 
ly more favorable for the Government 
than that which could be realized for the 4s 
and 4 p are respectively 112.5® and 111.33. 
Computations based upon these prices show 
a rate of interest yield to the investor, if 
carried to maturity, of 3 29 aud 3 20 per 
cent, per annum, respectively, and this shows 
that apart from the desirableness of as short 
an option of redcemubility as possible, the 44 
per cents are slightly more advantageous 
to the Government in point of annual inter­ 
est cost. 
It is probable that §100,000,000 of 
44 per cents could now be sold for 111.} or 
1114 and accrued interest, at which price the 
actual cost to the Government would be less 
than 3¿ per cent, per annum. 
In other 
words, it would be equivalent to placing a 
loan at that rate. 
The Republicans threaten to retaliate on 
the Democrats who refuse to allow them to 
elect officers of the Senate by having the 
Democrats in the Departments summarily 
removed. 
CONDITION OF SENATOR DAVIS. 
W a s h in g to n , March 21st.—David Davis 
is said by intimate friends to be in a more 
feeble state of health than for years. 
It is 
known that he is uncomfortable on account 
of his peculiar political condition, and some 
friends say that he will probably resign. 
THE CHINESE TREATIES. 
W a s h in g to n , March 21st—The Senate 
Committee of Foreign Relations to-day re­ 
ported back the Chinese treaties, with a 
recommendation in each instance for ratifi­ 
cation without amendment. The treaties 
were therenpon placed on the Senate calen­ 
dar of executive business. 
UNITED STATES SENATE. 
W a s h in g to n , 
March 
21st.—The Vice­ 
President presented a communication from 
the Governor of Wisconsin relative to the 
death of M. H. Carpenter. Read and laid 
on the table. The Senate then went into an 
executive session, and afterwards adjourned. 
NOT AN AGENT. 
W a s h in g to n , March 21st.—The Bank of 
Kngland, through Secretary Blaine, denies 
that it has authorized A. H. C. Prudence, 
a St. Louis Notary, to act for them in the 
United States in respect to unclaimed div­ 
idends in the bank.

Sektence Postponed.—In the Superior 
Court yesterday, G. E. Landes, convicted of 
bigamy, came bef :ra the Court for sentence, 
but up’-n motion of his counsel the matter 
was postponed for one week to give time for 
preparing papers upon appeal of the case to 
the Supreme Court. The official reporter 
was instructed to transcribe into Song hand 
the report of the testimony for use in the 
Court above. The main point upon which 
defendant’s counsel rely for obtaining a new- 
trial ¡3 that the Court permitted Mrs. Finn 
to testify, when, at the same time, she 
claimed to be hie wife. The Judge, it will 
be remembered, in ruling upon this question 
when it was raised during the trial, stated to 
defendant's counsel that if they admitted 
this 
objection 
to 
be 
true 
(that she 
was his wifs) then there was no neces­ 
sity far further testimony, as that would 
prove the charge of bigamy, since the second 
marriage had already been proved by the 
prosecution. 
Defendant's counsel then de­ 
nied the Lander Finn marriage, whereupon 
Judge < iarke permitted her to testify, as her 
marriage L ad not been established. At the 
close oi the testimony for the People the 
question was again raised by a motion made 
by the defense to strike out her testimony 
and to dismiss the action, as there was not 
sufficient proof to convict without her evi­ 
dence. 
After full argument of the subject, 
the jury having been withdrawn, so that it 
might not he improperly influenced by the 
consideration of a matter exclusively within 
the province of the ,Fudge, the motion was 
again overruled. 
The decision of the Court, 
therefore, upon the point is the result of full 
deliberation. 
The question involved is, how­ 
ever, somewhat novel, and one which has not 
been passed upon by tiie Supreme Court of 
this State. 


M uch N eeded.—A communication was 
yesterday sent to the Board of City Trustees 
by Chief Karcher, asking that a telephone be 
provided in the office of the Chief of Police, 
connected with the ceutral office, ag a means 
of facilitating the work and increasing the 
efficiency of the police department of the 
city.

THE PURCELL MYSTERY AGAIN. 


I t is stated that Justice Buckingham, 
April 19, 1880, held an ir quest on the body 
of a man found twelve miles below the city, 
on the Yolo side. Justice Buckingham yeE- 
terday said the body was badly decomposed, 
and he could not say that it resembled Pur­ 
cell. The lower part of the face of the body 
was gone, and any identification, after a 
body had been seven months in water, by 
comparison with photographs taken in life, 
would be nonsense. The Justice does not at­ 
tempt to make any such identification, but 
says the body in bight corresponded to 
that of Purcell, and there was a mus­ 
tache on the face, such as Purcell wore.

were Pur­ 
cell’s, but there were on the body two 
pairs of 
old 
overalls, 
whereas Purcell 
wore a business suit, aud was a well dressed 
man. 
On the other hand, on the body men­ 
tioned by Buckingham, there was a pair of 
fine boots, and the under clothing was very 
fiue, and totally at variance with the coarse 
and soiled overalls. The body had on it no 
dress shirt, only the undershirt. There was 
a handkerchief in one pocket—unfortunately 
that, though removed, has been lost. The 
I ustice took from the pocket also six keys. 
Two of these bear hotel tagsnumbered 11 aud 
12. Two others are tied together by about 
seven inches of white string. 
Five of the 
keys are brass, and one iron. 
They are all 
long keys. One is a skeleton key. 
It is de­ 
sirable to have these keys identified if pos­ 
sible. 
If in response to letters sent it turns 
out that the teeth of Purcell had been filled, 
or he had any peculiar conformation of any of 
his bones, the body examined Vy Buck­ 
ingham will be 
exhumed. I t is buried 
in New Helvetia Cemetery. It has been said

Y o r k, March 21st.—George Au­ 
gustus Sala telegraphs from St. Petersburg 
regarding the funeral of the Czar : “ I have 
just been a spectator of one of the most mag 
nificent, most 
impressive, most 
pathetic 
pageants on which, in the course of a length­ 
ened career, accustomed to the pomps and 
vanities of royalty, from royal bridals and 
feasts to royal funerals, I have ever been 
privileged to set eyes on. Three cannon, 
fired from the fortress, directed the various 
mourners to get ready to take their places. 
A similar salvo about midday gave the signal 
t ) start. When the sable standard, bearing 
in white the initials of the murdered mon­ 
arch, was unfurled over the fortress, the ar 
tillery began to fire minute guns and all the 
bells in the city began to toll. The whole 
route was lined by troops of the garrison, ims 
mediately behind whom the people were per. 
mitted to stand. 
No galleries or platforms 
were erected, as householders were only al 
lowed at personal risks and peril to let win 
dows or balconies to strangers. 
The police 
had taken exceptional measures to preserve 
order, in the maintenance of which the pub­ 
lic by handbill were invited to co-operate. 
All the houses, and public buildings, too, 
showed the same amount of 
SABI.E FLAGS AND DRAPERY 
As when the Empress, not a year ago, was 
similarly conveyed. 
From the palace to the 
fortress the route taken was from the great 
plain in front of the W inter Palace, by the Ad­ 
miralty quay and English quay to the Nicho- 
lasviki bridge, crossing which the procession, 
took the street on a line of the island of Vos- 
sileostroff, across the Toalschkoff bridge and 
by Alexander parlf to the fortress, entering 
the gate called Ivaneskai. 
A t the funeral 
ceremonies of the Empress, last summer, the 
route taken was by Trinity bridge, a wooden 
structure of barges, which is removed at the 
approaoh of ice, although the roadways acroi s 
the frozen Neva are much used. 
The fortress 
is almost immediately opposite the palace. 
There is a superstition among the Russians 
against transporting the dead over the frozen 
ice, and the route by which the cortege passed 
was some four miles in length. 
THE PROCESSION 
Consisted in all of thirteen sections, com 
prising 172 groups, to describe which would 
oc :upy many columns. Among the notice­ 
able features was a figure which attracted 
much attention—the Knight of the Golden 
Armor, mounted upon a gorgeously-harnessed 
steed, carrying a drawn Bword, and supposed 
to symbolize the bright and spotless character 
of the departed sovereign. 
The most pictur­ 
esque features in 
the 
ceremonial were 
deputations, which fgured for the first time 
in Russian history, representing the institu­ 
tion created by the late Emperor—the Zem- 
stais, the Justices of the Peace, and a motley 
group of peasants, with one, at least, of a 
venerable and patriarchal appearance—all 
attired ia their winter garb, some with sheep­ 
skins and rough cloth overcoats. 
Following 
the priests came the gorgeous catafalque, on 
which rested the coffin under a rich canopy 
of cloth of gold, surmounted by white ostrich 
plumes. 
We were asking “ W hat next, aud 
next?” when a hearse came suddenly in 
view, and the prodigious mass of humanity 
rapidly, so to speak, as a flash of lightning, 
uncovered. 
It was 
A MOST WONDROUS SIGHT 
To behold that black sea of hats and caps 
transformed into an immense expanse of pale, 
upturned facts. 
The funeral car was a bier 
of ebony and 
silver 
on 
wheels, with 
heavily carved silver spokes, and the super­ 
structure of black and silver. 
The whole was 
canopied by superb material encircling the 
columns of the bier. 
The coffin of the illus­ 
trious dead was almost hidden by a golden 
pall lined with white satin, and the vast car 
itself was drawn by four black horses com­ 
pletely shrouded in sable draperies. 
Four 
general aides-de-camp stood one at each cor­ 
ner cf the cataialque, the polished metal 
wheels of which glistened in the sunlight. 
Sixteen general officers held the silken cords 
of the canopy. 
Behind the bier of his mur­ 
dered sire walked Alexander III. in his im­ 
perial solitude, bearing alone his filial sorrow 
and his state cares, and symbolizing in this last 
respect his unequal position.

was dressed in a General’s uniform, wearing

drew.

S t. P etersburg, March 21st.—MaDy ar­ 
rests have been made the last few days.

Two dyna­ 
mite stores were discovered. 
In consequence of the laxity of the author­ 
ities with regard to the discovery of the mine 
near the new Czar’s residence, a Court of In­ 
quiry has been instituted. 
A new revolutionary sheet has been circu­ 
lated addressed to Russian workmen. 
Cypress trees have been planted around 
the spot where the Czar fell, aud sacred pict­ 
ures, with lamps burning before them, have 
been placed there. 
The Municipal Council are considering the 
advisability of establishing a system of super­ 
vision, accompanied by domiciliary visits, 
over every house in the city. 
Th“re is reason to believe that the Emperor 
continues 
to 
appreciate the conciliatory 
tendency cf General Melikoff. and that at 
present no extraordinary measures of repres­ 
sion are contemplated. 
The Council of Ministers have decided to 
proceed immediately to consider the repre­ 
sentations of the people on state questions. 
The press again invokes the aid of the Eu­ 
ropean Powers in eradicating the Nihilism 
headquarters located in Geneva. 
Preliminary evidence for the trial of Rous- 
sakoff has been prepared, and the trial only 
awaits the completion of the act of accusa­ 
tion. 
I t is expected that ail the Russian 
Pleni|>otentiariea to foreign courts will meet 
at St. Petersburg this week, to consider the 
foreign policy of the empire. The Czar will 
preside.

T ombstone. March 21st.—Sheriff Behan 
and Marshal Williams, Wells, Fargo & Co.’s 
agent, returned yesterday from the pursuit 
of the stage robbers, bringing Lew King, 
who is known to be implicated in the affair, 
but who was not an actual participant in the 
attack on the stage.

A ssa ssin a tio n —G ra d u a lly F u llin g C harge 
Dismissed. 
P ortland, March 21st.—About 12 o’clock 
Sunday night a Chinaman named Charlie 
How was murdered by as yet an unknown as­ 
sassin on the streets of Salem. A policeman, 
while on his patrol, heard a pistol shot near 
the corner of State and Liberty streets, and 
hurrying to the spot found the Chinaman ly­ 
ing dead on the sidewalk and no person in 
eight. The ball passed through the heart, 
producing instant death. The shot was evi­ 
dently fired from an opium den aBd Chinese 
house of iil-fame in the immediate locality. 
An examination of the body revealed a mur- 
derous-looking hatchet concealed beneath the 
coat. 
A heavy clnb was also found lying by 
its side. No arrests have beeH made, but the 
police are making a thorough investigation of 
the mysterious affair. The Chinese aTe very 
reticent, and refuse to give any clue. De­ 
ceased had been several times arrested for 
keeping an opium den, and was generally 
considered a bad fellow. A Chinese woman 
who keeps the brothel is strongly suspected 
of complicity in the affair, and will be ar­ 
rested. 
A private letter from Roseburg states that 
General Joseph Lane is gradually failing, 
and his death may be expected at any time. 
Notwithstanding his extreme feebleness, the 
old veteran retains his intellectual vigor un­ 
impaired, and converses freely and cheerfully 
with the friends who vi.-it him. 
John Payne, who was arrested on a charge 
of complicity in the crime of forgery, has had 
a preliminary examination, and there being 
no testimony to substantiate the charge the 
defendant was discharged. 


BRITISH COMM RIA. 


A d v ices fro m V ic to ria . 
Victoria. March 20th.—The firm of Op- 
penheimer Bros., of Yale, called a meeting of 
their creditors yesterday. The firm owe $56,­ 
000 to Han Francisco and Victoria creditors 
—to the latter between $26,000 and $28.000. 
After hearing a statement the creditors 
passed a resolution requesting the firm to 
make an assignment to M. T. Johnson and 
Thomas Earl for the benefit of the estate. 
The cattle are through the winter in most 
parts of the interior. Only in the southern 
districts, where, strange to say, the snow has 
been much deeper than in the northern, have 
the cattle suffered, and there not to any ex­ 
tent. Even in this part of the province, 
namely, Ojogos, the Okanagan Mission and 
surrounding country, the loss has been but 
very trifling. In ChilcoatÍD, Cut-off valley 
and Cache creek the stock is in good condi­ 
tion, and where fed, as many of them have 
been, the animals are in a splendid condition 
for market. 
Many of the Chinese at work on the rail­ 
road are said to have contracted the land 
scurvy, from their entire disregard of hygienic 
principals in preparing their food. 
Scarcity of labor on the railway works is 
announced. Mr. Onderdonk, the contractor 
for Y ale and Savona, is on his way to Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon, to procure labor. 
The discussion on the resolution to author­ 
ize another petition to England begins to­ 
morrow. 
The Colonist bitterly denounces the 
proposition, and calls on the Legislature to 
reject the resolutions and reopen negotiations 
with Ottawa. 
The Wellington collieries are at present 
idle, owing to there being no ship in the bay. 
It' is the general impression that the coal 
trade will be slack during the summer 
months, owing to the large stocks at San 
Francisco and a slow demand. . 
A dispatch from Cariboo states that the 
tunnel in the Body claim, Burno mountain, 
has reached the ledge. It proves to be rotten 
quartz, rich in gold, and easily worked. The 
telegram says that it is the greatest and most 
important strike ever made in Cariboo. 


GENEROUS 
ACTION. 


T he E ndow m ent o f G olden G ate A cadem y 
b y M oses H opkins. 


[San Francisco Bulletin, Ilarch 15th. 1 
E d i t o r B u l l e t i n : For the purpose of 
placing the Pacific Theological Seminary 
and the Golden Gate Academy (institutions 
planted in Oakland, Cal., about ten years 
ago, and managed by the same Board of 
Trustees; on a permanent and living basis, 
an endeavor is making to raise the sum of 
$100,000 to pay a debt of about $20,000 
and furnish an endowment fund of $80,­ 
000, the income of which shall pay the 
Professors’ small salaries and provide for 
the taxes, insurance and other current ex­ 
penses, over and above the ordinary in­ 
come. 
I t is obvious that this sum is the 
least th at will suffice, but it can be m ale 
to meet the wants of the institutions until 
they shall have grown to larger proportions. 
W ith this object in view, subscription 
papers have been placed in various hands, 
which read : “ We, the undersigned, hereby 
agree to pay to the President and Board of 
Trustees of the Pacific Theological Sem­ 
inary, a corporation, the sum set opposite 
our names, respectively, for the benefit of 
the Golden Gate Academy and the Pacific 
Theological Seminary, institutions under 
the care of said corporation ; said sums are 
to become payable on the 1st day of July, 
1881, or so soon thereafter as the full sum 
of $100,000 shall have been subscribed in 
reliable pledges.” 
Upon one of these subscription papers, 
Moses Hopkins has placed his name for 
$50,000, conditioned upon the raising of 
the entire sum of $100,000. 
Mr. Hopkins 
proffered this 
generous sum with the 
thought that the institutions would thus 
be placed beyond the danger of failure or 
collapse, and would be so equipped that 
they could do their work efficiently, hap­ 
pily and forever. 
And the Trustees stand 
pledged to keep the institutions, when thus 
endowed, from all peril of deficiency and 
debt. 
Their experience has taught them 
what can and what can not be done with 
such institutions, the difficulties in the 
vzay of their successful management, and 
some of the methods in which they can be 
built into usefulness and power. 
They have grounds and buildings for 
each department, ample for the necessities 
of several years 
to come, delightfully 
situated and free 
from any provoking 
causes of ill-health. 
The Theological De­ 
partment is, of course, a professional 
school of the usual type for the training 
of young men for the work of propagating 
Christianity in home fields and foreign 
lands, as preachers, teachers and mission­ 
aries. 
Ths Academy Department 
fits 
young men or ladies for entering college 
and university ; gives a rounded education 
for the business of life to such as do not 
intend to enter college ; furnishes special 
training in various directions when needed ; 
helps lads out of educational displacements, 
and instructs those who have need of any 
particular preparation for the other de­ 
partment. 
There must, therefore, be in 
the Academy, as there is, a sort of primary 
section, an English section, and a classical 
section. 
The government of the whole is 
paternal, moral and religious; and the 
general atmosphere is meant to Ke kindly 
and Christian. 
The aim is to make every 
young man practical and capable of caring 
for himself, and of doing his work in life 
in a manly and honorable way. 
It is obvious that these are intended to 
be real educational institutions for the 
public, to go down through the genera­ 
tions and grow with the years ; and not 
mere schools of this men or that, to furnish 
an occupation for a few years and then 
cease, or go into other hands as private 
property. 
In time the academy hopes to 
rank with the famous academies of the 
East, the product of a century or more. 
And the seminary will probably grow even 
faster than the membership of churches 
on the coast, since its ratio of students is 
even now relatively larger than th at of 
most similar institutions in other parts of 
the country. 
On the other side of the continent it is 
becoming almost fashionable to endow 
richlv all sorts of institutions—educational, 
benevolent and humane. 
We read of what 
is doing there w ith wonder, admiration 
and thankfulness. This tendency of money 
to flow in such directions has not yet well 
begun in our State. 
May not the example 
of Mr. Hopkins, and the raising of $50,000 
more, if accomplished, as it should be, 
begin the turning of the tide, more fully, 
of feeling, interest, hope, pride, love and 
holy ambition toward the endowment of 
grand institutions among us on this rim of 
the continent ?
